TWENTY-FIYE KILLED. 

Result of Another Railway Accident Yester- 
day Momiog. 

Dknveii, Sept. 10.— A head-end collis- 
ion occured at 1 o'clock this morning a 
mile west of Kovvcaatlej Col., between 
a J)enver Kio Grande paseeuger train 
and a freight of the Colorado «.t Midland, 
Details of the wreck are very bart to ob- 
tain. It is known that A. Hartman, 
wife and two children, of Hareher, 111., 
are among tho dead. Engineer Gordon, 
of the paBsenRer train; R. H. Beckley, 
postal clerk, and Kobt. Hewlett, the pas- 
senger Qreman, are fatally injured. En- 
gineer Oatrander and Fireman Siittlill'of 
tho freight train, are mieBing, and are 
believed to bo buried in the wreck. The 
lollowiiig are injured: Pearl Cornees, 
leg broken; John II. Standard, Clack- 
foot, Idaho, badly cut and bruised; J. 
II. Sheek, badly cut; Chaa. Lepper, 
badly burned. A Kio Grande special 
has arrived from Glenwood, bringing 
dcctoi-B and coruforts for the wounded. 
Tfio wreck occurred on what is called tho 
Kio Grande Junction road, TIub runs 
froin'Newcastle to Grand Junction, and 
belonKS jointly to the Denver & Rio 
Grande and Colorado & Midland, being 
peed by both roads. Ten cars loaded 
with Etock were completely demolished, 
and the right-of-way is strewn with 
dead stock and debris. The latest in- 
[ariiintioii from the wreck makes it al- 
most certain that twenty-live persons 
are dead and a dozen so badlv injured 
that fully half of them will d'ie. The 
eceiio of the collision was a sharp turn 
in the road, and where two pre- 
vious wrecks had occurred. The 
freight en<;irie went through the passen- 
ger engine up to the bell. Un the 
train were aljout '200 people, about 
evenly divided between thti coaches, 
[ii the smoker next the express car 
were about 30. The uraab was followed 
by an explosion. Fhnues shot up from 
tbe ruins and in a short time the wreck- 
age was a burning mass.

Tidings of disaster and of death— of 
shipwreck in the waters of the Arctic 
sea, and of impending starvation for the 
gold seekers of the Upper Yukon, were 
borne to civilization yesterday morning 
by the steamer Cleveland. She had left 
St. Michael's on the 2!)lh of Auguct, and 
was boarded at the entrance to the 
Straits yesterday morning by repre- 
sentatives of the New York Journal and 
San Francisco Examiner, who were the 
first to receive the terrible tale of catas- 
trophea jjast, present and to come. The 
amount of gold brought by the Cleve- 
land and tbe identity of the owners of 
this treasure are matters of comparative 
insignificance when compared with the 
other advices of "which tbe steamer is 
tbe bearer. 

First she brings the word that the 
New Bedford wlialing bark Nevarch haa 
been entered on the list of ships that are 
no more — having gone down in the ice- 
strewn sea, thirty-one of her people 
crushed to death between grinding floes 
of ice. Eleven others froze to death or 
succumbed to the exposure and priva- 
tion incidental to the loss of the ship, 
and of n company of fifty, only Captain 
and Mrs. "Whiteside, the first and fourth 
olficera and four eeamea have reached 
St. Michael's to relate the terrible narra- 
tive of their escape. 

Again, the Cleveland brings the word 
that people in tho jSTorth are almost con- 
vinced that the steamer Eliza Anderson 
ia another victim of the northern sea, 
and if so, her manj- passengers bound 
for tho gold flelda have also perished. 
The Anderson will be remembered as 
the ancient craft fitted out by ex-Mayor 
Wood of Seattle for tbe conveyance of a 
large party of Klondyke pilgrimB to the 
gateway ot the treasure land. When 
last Been she was in a very unaeaworthy 
condition, soliciting assistance — and aa 
ahe should ere^ this have reached her 
destination under ordinary conditions, 
every day that passes adds to the anxiety 
of those interested in ber and those on 
board ber, 

Xor has the Excelsior escaped. At 
last reports she was on the beach at a 
little distance from Dutch Harbor, two 
Ijladus of her projiellor having been 
broken and other damages received 
through groandiag on tbe treacberouj 
flats at the entrance of the river.

It was from the U.S. S. Bear that tho 
Cleveland's officers and passengers re- 
ceived the news of the Nevnreh's end — 
the Bear having fallen in with the un- 
lucky craft lees than three weeka ago, 
and just in time to save Captain White- 
side, his wife and their companion sur- 
vivors of the disaster from the fate of the 
others of the ship's company, 

The Bear was at the time of the rescue 
cruising in the Arctic, not far from Point 
Barrow and in the neighborhood of Icy 
Gape. The date was the 28th of August, 
and tbe first intimation of mishap was 
tbe sighting cf distress signals from the 
bark — prisoned in the ice at a point 
several miles from the nearest open 
water. 

With great risk the government steam- 
er got near enough to ascertain that there 
were men on the hemmed-in craft, and 
that they were yet alive. Before dark- 
ness shut down the further information 
was secured that the men were nine of 
the crew who had refused to take to the 
boats ■R-hen tho ice pack closed in and 
crushed the vessel. They were so weak 
from hunger and exposure that they 
could scarcely make tliemselves under- 
stood by signals in reply to those of the 
Bear, and as it was impossible for as- 
sistance to be sent to them, tbe officers 
of tbe Bear were reluctantly compelled 
to abandon them to their terrible fate 
and sail away in search of the boats that 
had left the whaler ere she was crushed 
by the drifting ice walls. 

In thia mission better success was had, 
for tho cutter at Cooper island found Cap- 
tain and Mrs Whiteside with their six 
companions. They had left the Nevarch 
in a canvas boat, and after untold mis- 
haps had managed to reach the inhospit- 
able shores of the ice-bound speck of 
laud on which they waited rescue. There 
they had improvished rude shehlers in 
the form of snow-huts, and with the 
scanty stock of provisions saved from 
their boat's stores had contrived to keep 
alive until the cutter picked them up. 

The Kevarch, according to her skipper,' 
had been in tbe ice pack two weeks he- 
fore she was deserted by the survivors. 
The ice bad closed in without any of the 
usual sicnala, pinching the vessel so 
tightly that from the first there was no 
possibility of her again being floated, 
even should accident accomplish her re- 
lease. 

When it was found that the only 
possibility of safety lay in the aban- 
donment of tho ship, days were spent 
in dragging the boats over the 
fields of uneven ice until a point 
was reached at which they could be 
launched. Nor was this journey accom- 
plished withont such damage to the 
boats that several of them had to be 
abandoned as unsea worthy. It was 
after the boats had been launched that 
the nine men of the crew refused to go 
into them and returned to the vessel; 
they preferred, they said, to take their 
chances with tbe snip. 

Commands and entreaties alike were 
ineffectual. They had suliered enough, 
they said, in the haul over the fields of 
ice and would battle no more with the 
antagonistic elements. It might be cer- 
tain death to stay, but it was scarcely 
preferraule to go on. They realized tiiat 
as soon aa the ice parted the ship would 
sink to the bottom of the sea. Tlieir 
only chance — and a very remote one — 
was that rescue might come during tbe 
winter, and this was the chance they 
determined to take. 

During the toilsome journev over the 
ice with the boats, eleven of the men 
had perished of cold, and hunger, and the 
remainder of the unfortunate crew were 
not in any way (it for heroic action. 

Soon after the boats |)ut oil' from the 
jam they wore separated by the wind and 
the lloating ice. One had hardly shaped 
her course when siie was capsized and 
her occupants went silently down to 
their death in the view of their horror 
stricken companions, powerless to lend 
aid.

A grent Etnantion has been caused here 
by a letter from Gen, Marcello Azcar- 
raga, now Spain's prime minister, ad- 
dreased to one of the leading Spaittrds in 
Havana, who for many years has wielded 
decisive inlhienco in all colonial aflaira. 
by his high social jjoaitioii in the island, 
as well as by his intimate friendship 
with the most prominent leaders of the 
Conservative party in Spain. Though 
not a word of ttie letter has been pub- 
lished by the local press, it ia publicly 
known through the high Spanish offi- 
cials and members of the Uniou Consti- 
tutional party, to whom it was shown at 
a private dinner at the house of the gen- 
tleman who received it. 

The letter refers to the answer which 
tlie Spanish government is ready to give 
to any proposal of interference from the 
United States that Ueneral Wootlford 
may make to tho court of Spain, and its 
most important paragraph says : 

" The Spanish patriots in Cuba ought 
to entertain the least apprehension 
about the mission of Mr. Woodford. 
According to the government's informa- 
tion from its representative in Washing- 
ton the intentions of the United States 
are probably much e.^aggerated, and be- 
sides, our position is so clear and our 
determination to repel any unjust pre- 
tension of that nation so emphatic that 
we are resolved before yielding to go to 
all extremes, even to war, if necessary, 
in order to defend our sacred rights in 
Cuba. Nor, if wo go to war, shall we be 
lees conddent of the triumph of Spair.. 
AV'e will bo champions of tho great 
political principle of European coloniza- 
tion in America against that wrong idea 
that the United States is the arbiter of 
national life and property in the Xew 
World, We will have the sympathies of 
Europe, no doabt about that, and Europe 
will not consent to our expulsion from 
Cuba. 

" The day in which, by the power of 
arms, or yieldine before a warlike pi ese- 
ure from the United States, wo shall 
give Cuba up, that day will be the eve 
of England's loss of Canada and Jamaica, 
and France's departure from her Ameri- 
can colonies. No, lOurope will not con- 
sent to our failure, and apart from the 
fact that our arms will have a better oc- 
casion to disphiy their strengtli in a con- 
test against a civilized country tlian in 
guerilla tights in the inaniguas of Cuba, 
we shall have, even if we (all, a hand to 
lift us up in the last moments." 

Instructions have been cabled from 
Madrid to General Weyler " to Ije ready 
for any emergency from abroad." 



REVOLT iN CONGO.

Bimetallism. 

BtUMi.N'Gii.XM, Eng., Sept. 10. — At a 
meeting held last evening of over 250 
delegates to the Trades Union Congress 
now in session, a resolution was adopted 
declaring; " that the best interests of 
labor and productive industry impera- 
tively press for an international settle- 
ment of the monetary question by means 
of the restqration to par of exchange be- 
tween gold and silver money so as to 
provide a common standard of values 
throughout tlie world. This meeting of 
rei)re8entative trades unionists earnestly 
urge tho government to carry out its 
pledges to parliament on the subject in 
a hearty, liberal spirit, in the present 
negotiations for an international agree- 
ment. 

The congress suspended the standing 
orders in order to discuss a resolution on 
national federation, introduced by tlie 
National Plate Glass Bevellers' Trade 
Union. It read: "This congress is of 
the opinion that nothing eliort of a 
national federation of all trades and in- 
dustries will relievo workers of their 
present unsatisfactory condition, and in- 
structs the parliamentary committee to 
iaauo a circular based on this national 
system of federation, with a view to en- 
list the co-operation of all the organiza- 
tions of workers throughout Great 
Britain." The reaolutioii eventually 
passetl with enthusiasm on the urging 
of one of the speakers, who claimed that 
a single union was not strong enough to 
defeat capital, and that the time has 
come to form such a union.

The recent tlecline in the price of ail 
ver makes tlie government's holdings of 
that metal a peculiarly bad investment. 
The number of ounces purchased since 
IS 78 (under the operation of the Bland 
Allison Act, and later the Sherman Act) 
was 459,946,701. The coat of this total 
was .t4U4,210,2()3, or a trille above an 
average of a dolhir an ounce. The mar- 
ket value of this quantity of silver to 
day— taking the ijuotation o£ August 17 
—is .'f252,225,572. The market value f o 
the same quantity on July 1, 1890, be 
tween the two national conventions of 
that year, was $318,011,875. It will thus 
ajipear that tho governinoiU has lost 
$(10,000,000 in the tlepreciation of its sil 
ver on liand in the last fourteen months 
which is a very considerab'e percentage 
of the total expenses of maintaining the 
government for that time. 

But there ia another way of reckoning 
in which the showing would be Rt.ill 
worse. This volume of silver, wbic 
cost the government $404,000,000. and is 
now worth $252,000,000, is only able to 
hold even the ligures last named because 
the government does not sell it.

There were, they eaid, about 300 
miners at Cook'a Inlet and all were do- 
ing well, A party of four or five miners 
came down to .Sitka on the Dora and one 
of the number, it is stated, had from 300 
to 400 gold nuggets in his possession. 

M. Chapman and wife, who have 
been at Skagway for the past iour 
months, were among the returning paa- 
sengers. Mr. Chapman has gone over 
the Sound for a few days, bat will re- 
turn to this city in a few days to reside 
here. He speaks dolefully of the condi- 
tion of things at Skagway and believes 
that not many more will be able to get 
over the paasea.

A vessel is being constructed in Cam- 
den, N, J., at a cost of $100,000, for the 
fishing business in North Pacific waters. 
She is owned by the New Eneland Fish 
C'ompany, and will be launched in about 
a week. .•V New York paper in describ- 
ing the craft, says : In appearance, she 
seems to be a cros.s between a tugboat 
and a tramp steamship. She might also 
be taken by an inexperienced observer 
to be a Hiiiall cruiser or gunboat. She is 
to be 13ii feet in length, with about 23 
feet beam and a deptli of hold of 13 feet, 
ller hold is ho arranged that it is a gigan- 
tic ice-box, and alie can carry a cargo of 
'ji!ih several weeks without (laiiiage to it. 
1 ller sailing crew ia to consist of a cap- 
/tain, two males and from 10 to 12 meti- 
VVlien she ia tishinsr the crow is to be in- 
creasetl to between 2.") and 30 men. Too 
crew is to be housed on deck, in the fore- 
castle and cabins, similar to those of or- 
dinary tramp steamera, which leaves the 
liold free for cargo. Siie is to have tlie 
latest pattern ol engines, and is expected 
to steam iibout 15 miles an iiour. She 
has not been provided with accommoda- 
tions for a large (|uaiitily of coal, as she 
is not expected to be more than a week 
at sea at any one time, and even 
then she is not to do luucli steaming. 
Her bows are high and she has what is 
called in maritime circlea a counter 
stern. (,>ne funnel jirovidea the draught 
for the furnaces, Sho ia to tarry no less 
than seven large boats of the dory pat- 
tern, in which lisherinen can work in- 
dividually. About every known kind of 
fishing line and hooks, nets and other 
thinea necessary to capture halibut and 
other denizens of the sea are to be carri- 
ed aboard. 

It is probable that Captain H. B. 
•lovcc, an experienced mackerel fisher- 
man of MaHsachnaetts, will be the com- 
nnuiiler 01 the craft. Sho is to come to 
this |)ort just as aoon aa she can be com- 
))letcd, and is to go south to the Straits 
of Magellan, through whicli sho ia to 
pass into the Pacilic. She ia to land her 
fish at some of the American or Canadian 
porta on the I'acilic Coast, whence they 
are to be sent l''a8t by rail as expresa 
matter. It ia expected that her cargoes 
will arrive at their destination within 
six days from the time she docks at any 
cue of the Pacific Coast cities.

THE ED.UOyTOX ROUTE. 

The British Columbia Review, a Lon- 
don piibliciition, prints tlie atiiiizing 
Btat;eaiuiit thiit while the peopltJ on the 
Coast will more likely use the Chilkat or 
the White Paas or the St. Michael's route 
to the Yukon goltl flelils, the majority 
Btarting from the East side will go via 
Edmonton and the Mai^kenzie river. A 
Btatumeiit like this would be Etirpriaing 
if made in an Edmouton paper, but when 
we read it in a journal bearing the name 
of British Columbia, we are simply 
amazed. We are loth to say anything 
that will militate against the legitimate 
effui-t of oar Athabasca friends to secure 
a share of the travel to the Yukon ; but 
■we must enter a very emphatic protest 
Bjainst any statement, made in a paper 
jiurporting to speak for Britiah Cohini 
bia, of Buch a misleading character as 
that above referred to. We do not aay 
that a feasible route to the Yukon does 
not e.x;iat via Edmonton and the Mac 
kenzie river. On the contrary, we bu- 
lievo there is such a route; but wliat we 
do say is that to advise any one to take 
tbia road in preference to thoae via the 
C )a9t cities is (juite unjustiliable. The 
Ke view suggests as an alternative for the 
Mackenzie river roate a pack trail from 
Arthabaaca Landing to the Pelly river, 
a distance of 900 miles. Tliis great jour 
ney is disposed of aa though it were a 
mere tride. If an overland route ia 
what the prospetitive miner wants, he 
would do very much better to come on 
to Victoria and take a steamer to the 
Dulton trail, over which a land journey 
of three hundred miles will take him 
to Dawson City. The proposed pack 
trail starts nowhere and ends nowhere 
A long journey is needed to A rtlia])aBca 
Landing from the r:ulway, and after the 
I'clly river is reached tlie miner, tlioiit;li 
doubtless in a gold bearing country, 
would be six hundred miles or so from 
Klondyke. We venture to say that the 
Bhortest possible route from Edmonton 
to Klondyke by either of the routes pro- 
posed would be 1500 miles, and ttiat any 
route likely to be taken would more 
likely be nearer 2,000 miles, It would bo 
shorter to come on to Ashcroft and 
north from there. 

We are quite prepared to believe that 
a main highway of travel will be estab 
liehed from Edmonton to the Yukon, tor 
i t will jiaES through a i)roducti\ a country 
but that ia a matter for the future. The 
I-!cview is not talking about wliat wi 
tike place in five or ten years from now 
but about what it thinka will take place 
next year, and it ia likely to do a great 
deal of mischief by saying anything that 
will induce gold-seekers to try the Ed 
inonton-Mackenzie route next, year,tiiat 
ia if they iirojiose to go through to the 
known Yukon gold Uelds. 

We hope our i'ldmonton friends will 
not til ink this article inspired by any 
feeling of hostility to the interests of 
their city. We promise them that any- 
thing the Coi.o.Ni.sT can do to aid in de- 
veloping the country between Edmonton 
and the Yukon will be elieerfully done 
Wti say now that it would doiiblleas pay 
))roB])ei;tinR parties to start into the 
country referred to next sjiring; not, 
however, for the purpose of going 
througli to the Yukon, but to make new 
diacoveriea. It ia quite probable that in 
the extensive unprosjjected re^'ion 
SI round the head waters of the I'eiicu', 
the Liard and the Pelly rivorg placers 
will he found aa valuablo as those of 
Klondyke to the north and Williams 
. ureek to the south. Our objection to i h o 
oosilion taken by the Beview is that it 
recommends the Edtnoaton-Mackenzie 
ilae »B ft through route. 



MR. BOBSON AN-D 

RE DISTRIBUTION, 

\ The Newfl-Adrertiaer devotes nearly 
two columns £d the -'Bedistribution Act 
of 1890, and establiahes beyond all cavil 
the absurdity of anggesting that piece of 
legislation as an issue in 1S9S. Wo do 
not feel like surrendering tho space 
which the reproduction of the whole 
article would require. The first point 
made is that through the increase of the 
population "a redistribution of parlia- 
mentary repreaentatives became the 
greatest question in provincial politics." 
This of course ia a matter of opinion; 
but the question was undoubtedly re- 
garded as urgent, and was dealt with ac- 
cordingly. Of the Hon. John Robson of 
Weatniinster, who formulated the redis- 
tribution, the News-Advertiser lias a 
very blKh opinion, lie was " one ot the 
shrewdest politicians who liave ever had 
a part in provincial afl'iiirs;" " few men 
in the legislature, or indeed iu British 
Columbia, had a more intimate acquain- 
tance with the general condition of the 
province thau he, or could form a more 
accurate forecast botli of the probable 
trend of events and of the steps which 
should be taken to bring the province 
into liarraony with them." Having 
given Mr. llobson this hearty endorse- 
ment, the NewB-Advsrtiser goes' on to 
say : It was the government of which 
Mr. Robaon was at once the nominal 
head and the real atreugth which intro- 
duced and carried through the legialature 
tho l^edistribution JJill of IS'JO." 

It is true that our contemporary adds 
later that the Act of 1890 was "defec- 
tive," which it very probably was, for it 
has never yet been the good fortune of 
any minister to framo a distribution bill 
that could be called perfect; never- 
theless, in view ot tho fact that the mea- 
sure was framed by a premier from the 
jMainland, one ot "the shrewdest poli- 
ticians who iiave ever had a part in pro- 
vincial affairs" and able in an exception- 
al mannertoform a "forecast both of the 
probable trend of events and of the steps 
which should be taken to bring the pro- 
vince into harmony with them," we feel 
tliat a discussion of it would be sucli a 
delving into ancient history as would be 
a mere waste of time. Had the measure 
been framed by a man lacking in shrewd- 
ness and unable to forecast the trend of 
events, had Mr. Kobson not been " both 
the nominal head and the real strength 
of the government," it might be of some 
interest to the curious to inquire how 
such a man could, after iiaving framed a 
defective measure, be sustained by the 
people upon it. Even in 6uch a case it 
would certainly seem to be a most re- 
markable performance to defend Hon. 
Mr. Turner and his colleagues for the de- 
fects in Mr. Robson's work. How much 
more absurd would it be to defend them 
because of the course taken by Bucli a 
man aa our contemporary w.yB Mr. Rob- 
son was. Surely, in view of what it has 
told us, the News-Advertiser must see 
how big a blunder it made in getting in 
to the Columbian's leading string on 
this matter of ancient history.

A VERY interesting stbrylia told in the 

last Quarterly Review.~It is said, on 
what is alleged to be tho best of author- 
ity, that at the time of tho Trent affair 
the Queen took a course which averted 
war between Great Britain and tho Uni- 
ted States. Tlie Trent all'iiir, it will be 
recalled, was tho boarding of H. M. mail 
steamer Trent by Captain Wilkes, who 
took two representatives of the Southern 
confederacy prisoners. Great Britain 
asked for their aurrentler, which was re- 
fused. Then a note was drafted demand- 
ing that they should instantly bo given 
up. In the temper of the United States 
at that time, such a demand must have 
resulted in war. The Queen on reading 
the dispatch consented to its being sent, 
but iusiated that it should be communi- 
cated to all the powers. This was done, 
and I'rance, Russia, Prussia and; Austria 
sent notes to Waahiugtou pointing out 
to President Lincoln that the act of Cap- 
tain Wilkes was indofenaible, and advis- 
ing him to yield promptly to Great Brit- 
ain. This he did. Those who remem- 
ber llie incident will recall how quickly 
the United States government changed 
its altitude. Wo believe this is the first 
explanation of the reason.

FOUR YEARS IN THE KLONDYKE. 

James McNamee Takes Out Nearly Two 
Hundred Thousand Dollars. 

James McXamee, wlio spent three 
yeara and a half in the attempt to win 
a fortune from the creeks in the vicinity 
of the Kloudyke, says he was a poor man 
last spring when the Bonanza strike waa 
made. Since then he has been one of 
the lucky onea and now owna an interest 
in fourteen claims. Out of two of those 
claims, employing from eighteen to 
twenty-six men, be has taken out $187,- 
000, half of which went to the men who 
were employed by him. 

Number Eight, Eldorado, furnished 
nearly all the duat brought out, th 
small remainder having come Xo. 2(i li. 
Bonanza, and Mr. McXiunee still has 
two claims on Eldorado, one on Bonanza 
and one on Hunker creek to fall back 
on, besides eight olhera in difTerent 
localities. 

There is great danger of starvation 
this winter at Dawson City, for when 
Mr. McXamee left there on June 17 only 
one boat had got up there from St. 
Michael's and there was a scarity of pro- 
visions then. It waa hoped that three 
trips would be made before the winter 
set in, but Mr. McNamee doubta it, and 
even if there are, he aaya that they will 
not be able to take in enough to aupply 
the needs. Laat year when the first 
boat went up there waa a sufficient sup- 
ply at Dawaon to have lasted for the fall, 
but thia year there waa practically none, 
and the men are absolutely dependent 
upon what cornea up the river for their 
living this winter. 

Mr. McXamee says there will be work 
thia winter for at least three thousand 
men in addition to those already in the 
country. Tiie wages paid hitherto have 
been, from October 1, one dollar ni 
liour, from January 1 eight dollars a day 
from March 1 ten dollars a day, and 
from .-Vpril 1 fifteen dollars a day, which 
was lieing paid when he left the creek on 
the 17th of June. 

The largest nugget yet taken out of 
Bonanza creek was worth $250 and was 
got by Bert Hutchison. The next larg 
eat one waa worth $232 and waa taken 
out by Clarence Berry. The most valu- 
able McNamee himself obtained from his 
claima waa valued at .$211, and the rich 
eat dirt on the claims he owna will run 
from one hundred doUaratoone hundred 
and fifty dollars to the pan. 

Mr. McX^'amee does not believe any of 
the stories about pans being obtained 
which went five or six hundred dollars, 
and eaya thia could only bedone bydump- 
iiig intoj one pan the beat portions of 
three or tour and calling it one pan. 

In March Mr. McXamee will go in via 
St. Michael's, intending to stay for an- 
other year, by the end of which time he 
thinks he will be aufficiently wealthy to 
satisfy bis ambition.

A TRAMWAY FROM DYEA. 

Juneau Capitalists Will Build a Wire Tram- 
way Over Chilcoot Summit. 

rVdviceg from Jniieau by the City of 
Topeka are to the effect that capitiiliste 
lire figuring upon the erection of a wire 
tram way llirough the Chilcoot jiaas at an 
eatiniatetl cost of .^50,1)00. It is luoposed 
to push the work with all j)08siblo speed, 
with a view of enabling prospectors to 
reacli the headwaters of the Yukon 
river when the ice breaks up next spring. 
E. F. Casaell, of the NowellGold Mining 
Company, is now in San Francisco nego- 
tiating for the purchase of the necessary 
maohinerv. 

The tramway will be e(]uipped with 
buckets sufliciently large to convey an 
average outfit, and from the terminus of 
the tram to the beach at Dyea a wacon 
road is to be constructed. It is claimed 
that thia plan will do away with all ob- 
stacles in the way of reaching the Yukon 
river by the Chilcoot pass, and that by 
the spring of 1808 the journey across the 
summit will be easy of accomplishment. 
The movers in the enterprise are all 
Juneau men, and it is said they are en- 
ergetically proceeding with all neceaaary 
arrangements.

In all S3 of the 
passengers of the Bristol were present, 
and after some diacuabion it was decided 
to take an expression of opinioa from all 
aa to what plan commended itself to 
them individually. A paper was drawn 
up divided into several heads, including 
a determination to return home, to |)ro- 
ceed to Dyea or Skiigway to St. Michael's 
or to Lake Teslin, and eighty-one of the 
men declared themselves in favor of 
going to Lake Teslin, the other two e.i- 
pressing the desire to go to St. Michael's. 
Aa a result of this expression of opinion 
the committee met the board of trade 
representatives yesterday afternoon, ami 
atated that if the men were landed at 
Lake Teslin they would forego all fur- 
ther claims and be well satisfied. 

Some of the members of the board of 
trade committee pointed out the unlike- 
lihood of their being able to obtain that 
concession from the Portland company, 
and suggested that the miners ask to bo 
landed at Wrangel, but as Secretary Van 
Xest expressed it, "some of the men 
have not got money enough to buy a 
rope to pull a canoe with, much less to 
buy a cance," and therefore to land them 
at Wrangel would be of little avail. The 
feeling seemed to be that if the men 
could get to Glenora or Telegraph Creek 
they would be satilied, and witli this 
feeling predominant the joint meeting 
of the coiiimitteea adjuurued. 

Subgeijuently a meeting of the board 
of trade waa held, Mr. G. A. Kirk pre- 
siding, when the committee appointed 
to consult with the passengers made 
their report. Upon the question of 
taking the miners up to Wrangel coming 
up Mr. F. C. Davidge pointed out that 
it waa useless to figure upon thia being 
done by the Bristol, as ahe waa now out 
of the (juestion, being under charter to 
take a cargo of coal to Dutch Harbor. 
Then it waa proposed to see if it was 
possible to cliartcr some of the local 
lioata, and it was decided to consult with 
Captain iJolm Irving upon thia point. 

iiina of the gentlemen mentioning 
that the ICiigene would be able to navi- 
gate on the Stickeeii up to Telegraph 
Creek, Mr. H.ividge said he had it on 
good authority that the Eugene waa now 
under seizure at I'ort Towusend and 
would not be available. 

Ultimately it was decided that the 
secretary abould wire to the officials at 
Port ToWnsend and learn the present 
status of the river boat, and the commit- 
tee was continued, with inatruutioDB to 
eo I'lesident Magiiire of the Portland 
Alaska Transportation Co., who ia ex- 
Ijccted ill the city to-day. 

Mr. Davidge estimates that the eighty- 
three men could be ))laced at Wrangel 
for 1 1 ,Gl)0, and, an be said on Wednes- 
day, he is willing, provided t he plaintiffs 
in liio suit instituted against him and 
the Portland Co., will release their claima 
to turn over the $2,000 held by him aa a 
deposit from the J'ortland Co. for the 
benefit pro rata of the paaseng- 
era. Some rather warm ex- 
changes took place at the meet- 
ing between Mr. Davidge and Mr. 
Clearihue, the latter gentleman atating 
that these men had each put up $100, 
for which they had received no consid- 
eration, while Mr. Davidge must have 
made $5,000 or $(),000 profit as a result 
of the Bristol not continuing her voyage 
to St. Michael's. He Ihcnight Mr. Da- 
vidge should he willing to part with 
noine jiortioii of that profit for the relict 
of the stranded i)a8fieiigorB, but Mr. Da- 
vidge Btated that as the I'orliand com- 
pany are much more to blame than 
he ia, he was not willing to prom- 
ise aiiylhiiig in a blindfold manner 
and let the Portland people escape with- 
out doing tPeir share to renieily the 
grievances of the men. Mr. Davidge 
said further, that if the Eugene had met 
the Bristol at Oomox, as was atipulated 
in the contract, the trip to Dawaon City 
coiiM ill all iirolj.iliility have been buc- 
ccssl'iilly accomj)li9lie<i, and when it waa 
fipuiid that the Eugene could not go to 
Comox he could, liail he wished, tiave 
refused to bring the ahip down to Vic-

toria, and have held the deposit put up 
with him. 

Further than promising to devote the 
$2,000 to the purpose of sending the men 
up to Wrangle Mr. Davidge would not 
do, unless he was first told what was 
needed. After the meeting, some of the 
metiibers of the board said the neceesary 
amount above the $2,000 in Jlr. David- 
ge's hands could no doubt he raised by 
aubscription, but before the $2,000 ia 
available the suit now jiending will have 
to be settled, and there is little likeli- 
hood that the eighteen men who insti- 
tuted that suit will agree to forego it. 

It will be noted that the desire of the 
men is to get to Lake Teslin. Some of 
them doubtless will be satisfied to get eo 
far aa Telegraph Creek, and although 
they will then have a portage of about 
a hundred and fifty milea they will be 
content to take a paeaage to Telegraph 
Creek in aettlement of their claims. 
There are othera, however, who have no 
wish to accept so little and who think 
that under the circumstances they eliouh 
be landed on Teslin lake with their out 
fits, and they claim thia could be done 
for $15,000. They further say that aa the 
money they have paid amounts to $25,- 
000, and they have received absolutely 
no consideration for the same except the 
food and lodging sujiplied them here 
in Victoria and on the Bristol, they 
have a right to ask that this settlement 
should bo agreed upon. A great deal 
depends upon what Mr. Maguire is will 
ing to do. Mr. McFarland, the General 
Manager of the Portland and Alaska 
Trading Co., although in the city, waa 
not present at the meeting yesterday 
and nothing can be learned as to the in- 
tention of that company until Mr. Ma- 
guire arrives. 

Some of the members of the board of 
trade yesterday said that as the Seattle 
papera were endeavoring to place tlie 
wholeof the respoiieibilitv for the failure 
of the expedition upon tlie Victoria com- 
pany it was desirable that Bte))3 should 
he taken to countiiract this iiii preseion. 
It would seem that the Portland com- 
jiany cannot be looked to for much lielji 
liiiaiicially as they are reputed to be 
without capital, and Mr. Davidge says 
that when bis accounts are presented in 
<'ourt at the hearing of the case on 
Thursday they will ahow that the com- 
pany is indebted to him, which would of 
couree render the garnishee a farce. 

A further meeting between the com- 
mittee of the Board of Trade and the 
paasengera' committee will probably bo 
lield to-day, and na aoon aa Mr. Maguire 
haa been seen the Board of Trade will 
meet to diacusa the further stepa to be 
taken. In the meantime rlie i);iH8eiigi't s 
express themselves aa well pleased wiih 
the evident willingness of the businebH 
men of the city to heli) them in their 
difliciilt poaition. United Stales Consul 
Smith, who was present at the meeting 
in the Y.M.C..V. rooms yesterday, com- 
plimented the men upon their modera- 
tion and has placed hia services entirely 
at their disposal. 

KALLO'S CONFESSION. 

Tells How He Killed Rocco in Colorado. 

George Kallo, the Italian who gave 
himaelf up to the city authorities, stating 
that he had killed another Italian, who 
he believed was calleil Rocco, at Fisk'a 
saloon, Newcastle City, Colorado, stated 
last evening in conversation with Chief 
of Police Crosaaii and city coiiatablo 
'i'liompson how the deed waa done. He 
had gone to I'^isk's saloon, bavins; hia 
puiHO and money ill hia pocket. While 
there ho went to sleep in a chair, and 
on awakening ho found that his purse 
and money had been stolen. There 
were three men in the bar-rooai when he 
awoke besides the barkeeper. Kallo 
aays ho doe.s not know why, but he 
(licked out this Italian called Ilocco aa 
the man who stole the money, and ho so 
informed Bocco. The barkeeper remon- 
strated with him (Kallo) for accusing 
Rocco, bat he peraisted in accuaiug him. 
llocco then drew his knife, and made 
towards Kallc to kill him. Kallointurn 
drew his revolver and shot Rocco, as he 
slainifl in self-defence, for he was certain 
that llocco would have killed liiin on the 
sintaa he waa infuriated at being charged 
with the theft. — Nanaimo Free rreae.

Party of Miners Will Make Tlieir 
Way Overland to Teslin 
Lake. 



Intend Goine: From There to Stew- 
art Kiver to Trospect for 
Gold. 



D. E. KJair ia in 8i)okaiie, says the 
Sj)oke8miui-Revio\v, lookinc for men 
smitten with the Klondyke fever for the 
j)uri)ose of ornnuizing ii piirty of gold- 
Beekera to ko to the digginga via Ash- 
croft, B.C., and the overland routo. Mr. 
Edair is a hunter and trapper and has 
Bpent the greater part of his life in tlie 
icy regions of the Nortli. ^Vith all but 
the river and lake portion of the route 
propoaed hu ia jjersoually familiar, hav- 
ing hunted throuj,di all the country from 
Ashcrott to Teulin lake. He was really 
here as a sort of advance agent for hia 
partner, Artliur Jordan, who is now at 
idandou, but expects to be here within a 
few days. 

" My partner, Jordan, knows all about 
the route we intend taking," said JNIr. 
Edair. " He spent four years, from 'So 
to '89, in the Stewart river country and 
was within a chort distance of the now 
famous Klondyke region, but he was not 
lookint^ for ;;oid, hia occupation being 
that oi haiiter and trader. 

" Tlie route is from Aahcroft to the 
head of Teslin lake. Tliero ia a jiood 
trail all ihe way, and the [justa of the 
lludsiui Hay Company have been eatab- 
liahed at short inlcrvala aloni; the routo 
for many yeai's, niakini; travel both safe 
and comfortable. There are no divides 
to cross, no paesee to delay the traveler 
and turn back the timid ones, but a 
road that ia easy to travel with 
pack aniuiala loadeil with 200 pounds of 
provisiona. I luivo been over the routo 
as far as the lake many times and it liaa 
no terrors for" me, and ia no more un- 
pleasant than many a trail in this aide 
of the boundary line. At tbo head of 
Lake Teslin is a Hudson Bay company 
eaw mill, and the building of a boat or 
the purchase of one already built is an 
easy matter. Jordan says that it is 240 
miles of clear sailing down Lake Teslin 
iiit'j the 1 Iootalin(|ua river, whicii ia a 
navigable atreniu throughout its length 
of 180 milL-a to where it empties into the 
Stewart river. 

"The |)aiiera have made the route 
familiar lo all afier the .Stewart river 
is reached, but, as I said before, we do 
not believe we shall be expecteti to take 
our party on to Klondyke alter th<-y 
reach the Stewart and epend a little 
time prospectiuL^ along the tributaries of 
that atreani. Jordan states that fine 
gold could be found along the Stewart 
river, and that the Indiana told of coarse 
gold which they were familiar with on 
the tributaries of the stream. The re- 
cent reports of rich strikes on the lower 
portion of the river will tnrn the atten- 
tion of prospectors to the upper part of 
the stream and the creeks which feed it, 
and we expect to be in on the ground in 
time to liave our choice of the best places. 
]\ly partner states that there is not a 
dautierouB jilaee on ail the water courses 
of the route. The only ])laco that re- 
sembles a rapida can be easily paaaed in 
.any ordinary boat even without skilful 
handling. 

'• We expect to take in a party of 20 or 
30 men, if we i-an iiuickly omani/.e ao 
many. We w ill contract to guide them 
either to the Stewart river, or on to the 
Kliindyke if they want to i;o so far, but 
it is one of the lerma oi the agreement 
that each man shall outfit under our di- 
rection. As we have spent years in the 
north, we think we know exactly what 
a man needs to take to carry him 
through a year in the cold regions. It 
ia amusing to us to read of some of the 
oullits which men are trying to get 
transported across the passes. Much of 
the htuir that ia being taken in ia prac- 
tically useless, being besides extremely 
heavy. We have (iyured the matter 
carefully and we are aure that .toOO will 
outfit a man witli all that he needa of all 
kinds of supplies for a year, and those 
who go this way will have none of the 
heavy expense attending the loi;g trip 
via Dyea and Skagway. 

" We expect to start before the end of 
this month. We do not fear the cold 
and shall get ourselves comfortably set- 
tled before the storms of winter set in. 
One great point in favor of this route is 
that it ia at least ,300 miles shorter^ than 
any other jjossible route across North- 
west Territory, and is through a heav- 
ily wooded country all the way. Our 
pai-t}' will not be exposed at any point 
to the sweep of an Arctic wind acrosa an 
open country. Jordan states that travel 
ia easy even in the Stewart river coun- 
try up to till! (irst of January. The 
snowa up to that lime are light and tlie 
day troai the middle of October to the 
end of Decemlier are aa a rule about 
half stormy and half sunshine. The 
snows are light and the driving storms 
are not experienced until later in the 
winter. We shall be on the ground long 
liefore anyone else can reach that re- 
ginu, and that is an important consider- 
ation, for the rush in there will be im- 
mense in Ihe Fprini;." 

Mr. Mdair found a number in Spo- 
kane who think of joining hifl party, 
!ii d he left last evening for Tacuma to 
louK for otiier recruits. Mr. Jordan will 
1 'e down from Sandon soon to complete 
arraiuements with those in this city 
who desire to take, the trip.

Official MUling Maps at The Colonist 



B, Killin, a commissioner of agricul- 
ture, sent Xorth from Portland some 
three or four months ago by the United 
States government to look over the agri- 
cultural resources of Alaska, was among 
the passengers to arrive on the City of 
Topeka yesterday evening. He haa been 
in all parts of Western Alaska, and saya 
he has seen more agricultural land and 
more temperate climate in the country 
than ia to be found in the whole of Nor- 
way and Sweden. He reports that no 
important mineral finds have been made 
in Western Alaska for the past year, ex- 
cept in Prince William Sound where 
some experts are now working 
with good success on a very 
rich copper ore bed that haa re- 
cently been located in deep water. 
In speaking of copper Mr. Killin pro- 
duced a i)iece of copper which had been 
broken oil' a ledge up Copper river. The 
apecimen meaanred nearly six inches 
long and a good half incfi in thickness. 
There ia no mining being done up the 
river yet though it lias good mineral re- 
sonrces. The reason for this district be- 
ing neL'lected is largely due, he said, to 
the wild Indian tribes which linld domin- 
ion over the country. Tlie Upper ami 
Lower Slicks, as these Indians are 
named, are two very warlike tribes 
and make a prospector's life 
among them a miserable one. Tliey 
are like the Bella Bellas before the day 
of civilizstion on tlie Coast, and are, Mr. 
Killin asserts, the only unconipiered 
trihes in the United States. .\ t;laeier 
live miles long and covered with snow is 
crossed by the traveller going into the 
country, and the scenery here to be 
found is Buperb. Four or live [jarties of 
prospectors armed with ^\' inchesters are 
working their way into the country from 
the Coast. They say they will go for- 
ward peacefully if they can, and 
if they cannot they will use 
forje and not he intimidated 
by the dusky inhabitants, even though 
the report be true that they are well 
armed. In the largest party there are 
21 memliera and they carry 1,200 pounds 
of provisions. They left Sitka some 
time ago and are determined that sava- 
ges will no longer 6to|) then.! from carry- 
ing out their plana. Mr, Killin re])orts 
that quite a little industry haa grov.'n up 
in Western Alaska out of the experiment 
made some years ago to raise fo.xea for 
iiiarkelable purposes. .\iid out of the 
one ii:(luatry has sprung another, the pro- 
curing of feed for the aniinala. At pre- 
sent quntalions are low for blue fox pelts 
and those in tiio industry are holding 
back for bettor prices. There are from 
50 to CO engaged in fox raising, and some 
itlea of its importance can be graajjcd 
when it is stated that one man on Long 
island owns 4,000 foxes. This is the 
largest number to be found in one lot, 
but on several other breeding grounds 
there are to he found big packs. The 
grounds where they are kept are nolsur- 
rouiided by high fences, but are hedged 
by natural waterways. Foxea breed 
very ra|)idly, there being aeven to 
ten young to the female every year. 
In the matlor of food, dried fiah ia in 
groat demand, and a good many ])eople 
ail! devoting their attention to the 
preparation of this. Keferring to the 
lishing in Alaska this year, Mr. Killin 
says the salmon pack will be consider- 
ably smaller than that of last year.

lie Says Work Will Likely Be 
Commenced Early Next 
Seasou. 



W. A, Pratt, a civil engineer of Wil- 
mington, Delaware, waa a paaasnger on 
the City of Topeka laat evening. Mr. 
Pratt has been engaged upon a prelim- 
inary survey of the proposed railway 
from the heiid of Taku Inlet to Lake 
Teslin, which will in all likelihood be 
commenced at the opening of next season. 
The Yukon IMining, Trading and Trans- 
portation Company, it will bj reniBui- 
bered, have secured a grant of .'),200 
acres to the mile of road built, lieing iu- 
corjiorated under both the Provincial 
anil Dominion laws. 

The report to be made aa a result of 
the survey will be moat favorable, the 
l)roposed route being free from heavy 
gradients and oli'ering but little difliculty 
to railway building. The heavies grade 
will not exceed three per cent., and the 
highest altitude reached is 6,000 feet 
above eea level. Mr. Pratt ascertained 
tliat Lake Teslin ia 2,000 feet above sea 
level. The course surveyed is remark- 
able di reel, no deviationa being noeessi- 
tated al any portian oi tlio route. 

Starting from tlio head of Taku Inlet 
the course of Taku river ia followed for 
about liO iiiileB to its head, thence the 
proiiosed road will follow the Nakaua 
river and Silver Stihiion creek to the 
divide, which the Indiana call Pitcher 
mountain. Here is reached the higheat 
part of the road, which .Mr. I'ratt named 
Ptarmitran Plata, owing to ilie large 
i)UHntiliea of thoae birds met with there 
Vaal plateaus of excellent land covered 
with a luxuriant growth ot bunch grass 
were discovered en route, and the 
conntry ia well adapted for feeding 
cattle, there being feed enough for thoaa- 
ands of head, 

On Inklin river, at the head of Taku 
river, good placer deposits exist, and J, 
S. Johnson, a mineral expert, of San 
Francisco, who accompanied the party, 
saya that large botliea of rich ore are 
met with all along the proposed route. 

The estimated ilislauci! from Taku In- 
let to Teslin Lake ia MO iiiilea, and the 
coat per mile will, owing to the ditii- 
culty and esi)eii,»e ol abipning in aup- 
Iilies, exceed ^'.'.'j.OliO per iniie. Al- 
though when he started out on ttie 
work Jlr. Prat t was inclined in favor of 
a standard giuge track, ho is now re- 
porting that n three foot and a half 
gauge would eerve all purposes, and con- 
siderably lessen the cost of couetruction. 
It ia proposed to build the road in two 
sections, the first portion from the head 
of Taka Inlet to a point as near as possi- 
ble to Lake Teslin being completed next 
season, and a wagon roail from the tem- 
porary terminus to the lake for the 
transportation of supplies, etc., will be 
constructed, the roail being completed 
to the lake the following season. 

The capital interested in the under- 
taking is represented by Wiliningtop, 
Philadeljihia and Chicago partiea. Pres- 
ton Lea, who is the heaii of the Wil- 
mington, Del., street ndlway system, 
and who is largely interested in other 
large financial institutions in that state, 
and ex-Senator Willard Saulsbury, of 
Delaware, being the pi'incipal parties 
associated in llie undertaking. Mr. 
Pratt is now on hia way home with all 
poasiblo speed to make his report at 
headciuarters. Ho expresses himself as 
confident that the route he bag ear 
veyed will prove the moat feasible one 
into the country which it ia sought to 
opened up. S'ppaking of the govern 
! ment trail from Lake Teslin, about 
j aeven miles of which he traversed 
in the course ol hia work, ho says that 
the portion he saw is a good and well 
made trail. He haa no information in 
I regard to the navigability of the Hoota 
i linqua river other than that gathered 
from those who have travelled down the 
river, but any a that once Lake Teslin is 
! reached l)y railroad, transportation to 
I the Klondyke will be easy work. .Mr 
Pratt did not care to express any opinion 
as the advantages or othorwiee of the 
Stickeen route tor railroad building, but 
remarked that owing to the dilliculty in 
navigating that river he thought it could 
never compare with the Taka Inlet, 
which he haa made the preliminary sar 
vev of.

Tells llow Trade May Be Iiiiprovetl 
Between Canada and tlie 
Antipodes. 



The London (Ontario) Farmers' Advo- 
cate has tbe following letter from Mr. J. 
S. Larke, Canadian commercial agent iu 
Anstrnlin, on the trade iiofieibiliticB and 
outlook for the ahipmout of producta 
from the Dominion to Australia: 

Silt,— The wholesale price of best but- 
ter here, as I write, is 37 cents per lb. 
In Vancouver it is 22; in Ontario 20. 
There is plenty of margin to ship butter 
here, and at a better profit than Bending 
it to I'Ingland. This may occur often, 
and liere is a trade to be pushed if Can- 
ada has the proper butter to send. This 
latter, however, is an important con- 
dition. After enquiring I cannot ascer- 
tain that we have butter, at least in 
British Columbia, that will bear tran- 
shipment. The Canadian steamere, in 
spite of tho very much lower price iu 
Vancotiver, buy butter in Sytlney for 
the retui-nin<: as well aa the out- 
coing trij). Their experience ia that 
tlio Canadian butter, though ex- 
cellent when froah, will not keep. 
One of the piireers bought a ([tian- 
tity in Vancouver a little time ago 
and put it off at Victoria. The special 
(lualiflcation of the butter of this colony 
ia that it will keep, while the pursers 
etate Canadian will not oven in a cool 
chamber. The Eastern crearaeriea must 
have solved this problem, and thoae of 
B.O. should do EO. 

A Practical Point. — While on this sub- 
ject, to sliow the care that is being taken 
here over the conditions of production, 
let me Bay that the government requires 
all producers of milk (remember that 
evtiry producer who sella milk to a fac- 
tory or to any peraon inuat be regiatered) 
to place concrete or other impervious 
lloora to their cattle " bails." Where 
there ia now a hardwood floor, 
lightly jmt together, it is permitted to 
remain for the present, but auch lioors 
of pine and other soft woods must be 
replaced. The cattle bail ia not a stable, 
but aimply a milking atnll. The sort of 
lloor on which so many of the milch 
cowa stand night and moat of the day in 
winter in Canada would be regarded as 
abominable here. This action is taken 
because earth or porous floors produce 
germs detrimental to good butter pro- 
duction. 

Trade Possibilities — Eggs are quoted 
wholesale at .30 to 33 cents per dozen, 
about twice tho price at which they can 
be bouuhl at Vancouver, but no (juan- 
tily .snllicient for aliitunentcan be bought 
there jntt now. Hero are some other 
ijuotatioiiP : I'rime Capo i)arley, SI centa 
per bnghel; oata. (iO centa )ier bushel of 
•lOponn'!"; b' 'e peaa, ,^1. 12 to $1. 117 per 
buBhel. Compare theae with the pricea 
in the Xorthwest and in the province 
ot (hitnrio, and it will be seen that there 
igagood maigin. I advised produce deal- 
era laet Oiitober that there waa likely to 
be a rise in prices that would warrant 
Bhipineiita here, but had not a reply 
from a aingle peraon. It is probable that 
it would have been diliicult to have got 
space ou the ateamers, aa the rush of 
Canailian wheat and hour has not only 
tilled these Bteamers, but more than they 
bring is HOW coming here via China and 
New York. These figures indicate the 
possibilities of future trade with these 
colonies and how absurd were the 
ideas that the retult of the line 
would be to swamp the fanners 
of Canada by the importation of cheap 
.■Vustralian i)rodu(:e. ,Somo day or other 
there will be a large exchange of food 
proiiuL'lB, but tip to the preeent, with 
the exception of wool, and that has not 
been very much, tbe aliijia have brought 
more Canadian produce in one voyage 
than they have carried back in forty. 

1 occasionally get letters from Cana- 
dian fariiiera asking for information and 
soinetinius making comments. One or 
two of the latter expressed opposition to 
any scheme foi subsidizing steamships 
for any other purpose than carrying 
farmers' produce to the English market, 
holding that manufactarers should be 
compelled to take care of their own 
business. As there may be a num- 
ber of Canadian farmers holding 
the same view, yon may perhaps 
give imblicily to a note or two of my 
replies. Aside from the rather narrow 
view o( the caee, it ia a very mistaken one 
in regaril to the fariner'.s own interest. 
The export ol Canadian miinuiaetiirei; 
it; simply the export ol (Janiulian farm 
[ivodiicta in another form. \l least 
tliree-liftha ot the value of any Canadian 
article at the port of einliaaMition goes 
into the pocltels of tlu! (Janadiiin farmer. 
The valiiu of tho article is made up of 
wages, raw material, cost of uianage 
ment, interest on capital, etc. Uf tlie 
wages two-fitlisgo for fooil, one-fifth for 
house rent, one-fifth for clothing and 
one-fifth for sundries. Of the two-fifth.s 
nearly all is expended for articlea of 
Canadian growth and produce. The 
rent is largely payment for coat 
01 conHliucting a house, which 
resiilvea its.ell again largely into food aa 
before. The item of eloUiiiig in similar 
manner iu eompoaed of part of eobl of 
wool bunglit from the farmer, and wagea, 
etc., in spinning, weavinir, etc. The 
raw materials are the nianutaeturetl pro- 
duct of other factories, and tlieae when 
analyzed become wages and in the end 
largely food, fio il ia with cost of man- 
agement, intereata, taxea and freight, 
and to a large extent tho fuel ia tho pro- 
duct of the farm. Without following 
this up it will be seen that three-fifths 
of the value at tbe Canadian port of 
embarkation for Australia, and 
that ia considerably more than 
the manufaoturera' price, goes 
to the Canadian farmer. If a shipment, 
eay of twenty-five hundred dollars' worth 
of machinery, ia reduced to ita elementa, 
it would be found to consist of aoinothing 
like this: Wheat, 102,'.j buahela ; oata 
and other mealo, 2,000 pounds; meat, 
.5,000 pounds; iiotntoes, 350 buahels; 
other vegetables, -10 bushels; butter and 
cheese, 700 pounds; eggs, 100 dozen; 
milk, 700 galloLa; apples, 70 bushels; 
wood, BOcorda ; some haya and oata, etc.; 
in all, fanner'a products to the value of 
about fifteen hundred dollars. When an 
intelligent farmer tbinlcs this out there 
will uome to him several reflections. He 



will conclude that the export, nf bis pn- 
ducta in the shape of uiatuil lclll^^".l 
gooda enablea him to aetid abrnp.d amne 
articles which he could not do in any 
other way. For instance, the (.intario 
farmer ctinnot well export hay, conl- 
wood, early fruit or vegetables in any 
other form. That it enablea liim to 
ship aome products to countries to 
which he could not otherwise ahip 
them. It would eeem absurd to 
think of sending Ontario mut- 
ton, beef or butter to a New- 
South Wales farmer. Yet any plow or 
binder sold hero ia in reality a sale of 
some Canadian mutton, beef and butter. 
That it enables him to ship his products 
eopnomically. The weight of tho manu- 
factured goods would be about one gbtli 
of the weight of the farm producta rep- 
represented in tliem. Thua freight ia 
paid on one pound instead of eight. 
He will probably conclude that he 
ia as much intereated in the de- 
velopment of tho export of 
Canadian nianufactures as the mechanic 
or the manufacturer. Perhapa more so 
than tho latter. Tho manufacturer will 
not infrequently do btieinesa abroad with- 
out much profit, but the fanner is likely 
to get the regular market price for tbe 
aiiare he hag contributed in the Shape of 
food and other products. 

Pure-bred Live Stock.— I anticipated 
sending you by this mail an account of 
the sales of thorouf;h bred sheep now in 
progress in this city, but they are not 
concluded. The highest price paid was 
ifS.llOfor a Merino ram of Vermont 
strain. One was withdrawn becauae the 
same amount was not offered. Several 
have brought from five hundred to a 
thousand dollars each. In tho 
salea yesterday one flock of sixteen 
averaged $500 each, one of nine 
.$200 each, one of eeveuteen $195 each, 
another of nine $.'i25 each, one of five 
$250, one of ais $535 each, and one of 
eight $715 each. These were all Merinos. 
The long-wools, chiefly Lincoln, do not 
bring anything like these high figures. 
I hope to ask your readers in a later let- 
ter whether Canadian breeders cannot 
share in this trade. I have some hopes 
that the head of the largest firm en- 
gaged in these sales may yet be induced 
to visit the Canadian September exlii- 
bitions and judge whether Canada has 
the thoroughbreds for this market.

!k TERROR OF THE WEST WHO MADE 
HIS TAKINQ OFF MEMORABLE, 



ae Killed a Friend 'Who Tried to I'or- 
Kii-ido Ilim to Surrender — Uroutjht Down 
by a Itullc't From a. .Milltlaiiiuu'a llido. 
Giio of r.Iiirk Twain's DosxJcradocB. 

"His name was included in tho little 
list of STevada desperadoes made by 
Hark T'wnin in 'Roughing It,' "said 

tho Nevada pioneer. Ho did not say 
Tdark Twain," by the 'way, but "Sam 
Clenicus, " tho name by which till old 
N'evadau.s and Californians knew the 
t'niuouH humorist. Tho pioneer waa talk- 
ing ot men of his time who had died 
with their boots on, and Billy Mulligan 
was tho character who just no'W waa to 
Uic front. Some of the liostilo mix nps 
md shooting matches in 'which that 
young Irishman had taken a liand had 
been related, and now the narrator had 
ccmc to the d:iy nf his ttikiiig oil. 

"Billy ^.lulligan had run a long 
strwg and lasted a good while for a man 
nf his temper and iiractice.s, for ho was 
tough our and out," continued the pio- 
neer. "Hi.s neck was in dtiiigcr in the 
days of tho San Francisco vigilnuce 
committee, and he ran some narro'W 
chances with the law and lynchers nft- 
prward. He was a brave, desperate man, 
lianily witli weapons, and ■would fight 
'at the drop of the hat.' But ho pulled 
thniugh all trouble until tho time eaiuo, 
whicli .seems sooner or later to befall al- 
most every desperado, when tho strain 
nf danger and the ellect of constanti 
drinking .ind excitement got tho better 
of liis nerves and judgment. When a 
tleaperado get.'i that way, there are two 
cour.ses that ho may take — quit the 
country, quit drinking and get to woric 
at an honest calling or stay and get 
killed. Tlie lu.st wa.s what Mulligan 
[;hose, nut ho kept the busiiie,=s in his 
own liaiids and forced the pace to tho 
Eud. 

"It was at Car.'^on City that tho cud 
came to Billy Mulligan.- Tlie card.s liad 
gone against him all night. The litpior 
ho had drunk had made him ugly as ho 
v.'.'ilked out of the Ksmeraldti saloon ouo 
iiioniiiig. Next do(U"\vas a laundry, and 
a Chiuaman, irouiug clothes, lifted his 
face to the window just as Mulligan 
was passing. Without a word the des- 
perado drew hi.s pistol and fired through 
Ihe glass, blowing tho Chinamtin's 
brains out, then went on to the hotel 
where he was .staying, and up stair.s to 
his room iu the top story. Tho door of 
his room opened near tho lieud of tho 
stairway, and when the sheriff's offi- 
cers cimie to arrest him for killing tbe 
CJiiiianian ho .stood them off with his 
levolvcr.H. Tlu y knew it meant certain 
tU'tith to .'-■ome uf tliom to try to rush up 
tho stairw:iy, uud they stopped at tho 
foot to consider. John Coleman, a par- 
ticular friend of Mulligan, who was 
v, itli them, tried to persuade him to 
.surrciuhr. 

" 'No use, .Tohn,' .laid Jlulligan. 'I 
shan't bo taken alive. Thi.s is my last 
day, ;iud tlie game'll eud right here. 
You keep away and don't get mixed up 
in tho trouble.' 

"Coleman was working along up the 
stairwtiy as he talked, with tho object, 
perliap.s, of getting near enough to tho 
despi rado to disarm him. 

" 'Stop v.'hero you are, .Tohn,' said 
Mulligan. ' One step nearer and I'll kill 
you. ' 

■ 'Coleman luado another stop forward, 
ar.il 3IiilIiL;au shot him through tho 
beai't. He iiennitted the other.s to tako 
the body away, keeping them covered 
with his pistols all tbe time. A crowd 
gtithcrcd iu the hotel and the public 
Ftpiare which it faced, and phtus wero 
tliscussi d for ctipturiiig I\Iulligan, but 
his I'lmractor far deadly desperation 
was such that volunteers were scarce. 
At last it was decided to call out tho 
militia company and tako tho desperado 
iu his stronghold by regular u.s.niult. 

"Tho troops wero mustered in double 
line in the iiulilic sipiare, facing the ho' 
tel and vvaititig tlie order to advance, 
i'hrougli the window of liis room in the 
third story Mulligan could be seen now 
and theu as he walked to and fro be- 
tween the stairway and the window, 
keeping watch aguiuat a surprise in 
villi! r liin ciKin. Then, as tho face of 
till' de.-pi railii ajijieareil oiico more at the 
window, one of tlio soldiers fired with 
his rille, killing him instantly. It was 
itii unoxxjectcd shot which undouhti dly 
saved several lives that would alniosl; 
ci rtaiiily liave been saeriliced iu cariy- 
ing the room by storm. 

"Billy Mulligan was a New Yorker 
by birth nnd was a typical representa- 
tive of tho old time California 'tough' 
gamlili'r — a class which got its tone and 
ttiainiers from t!ie New Vi :k of the vol- 
niiti i r linnicn and 'Dead iiidibiC days. 
(.Juicli of motion — some of them could 
pick a ily from the wall with tho thumb 
and linger four times out of five — stern 
and short siiokeii except where it was 
part of their game to be .'^uave, rou;;h 
and tuiiible lighters, fashionably 
dressed, with niinu of ornainents than 
Eoutheru gamblers often wear and dis- 
tiugui.shcd by heavy blacli mustaches, 
they ran their cottrso in San Francisco, 
wliiili w-is lieadiinartcrs from -which 
t!i. y vi t iil 10 the iiev>' luiniii;; coiuniuiii- 
tiis, to .stay while these fiouri.shcd or 
nniil they wero driven out. They had 
till ir day — most of them were shot or 
liat'ged, or they died in want. Here 
mil I there, .stranded in some out of tho 
way western coiniutinity, some decrepit 
pnrvivor is found nf the old gambler 
flespertido chiKs of which Billy Mulligan 
was a shiuiug example." — New YorJc 
Sun.

A NORTHERN RAILWAY. 

To Til K Editok: — Mr. Clifl'ord's very 
important and enlightening letter i)ul)- 
Uebed in Tueeday'a Colonist gives me 
an opportunity to again urging the im- 
portance of a new railway from Victoria 
to Alberni and thence along tke West 
Coast to the north end of Vancouver 
ialand. This will not in any way inter- 
fere with the E. & N. railway or have 
any connection with it. 

By building a railway along tlie West 
Coast the main Pacific ocean will be 
brought to Victoria's doors, Alberni be- 
ing only two or three hours distant, and 
further will afl'ord easy and rapid com- 
munication witli the gold, copper and 
other valuable mines there — destined 
poesibly to rival the Klondyke ere very 
long. Moreover, will give facilities for 
settlement. 

A very important point is, that were 
this railway in existence, and a decent 
steamer at the north end of the Island, 
it would be an eaey matter to pet from 
Victoria to Port Simpson or Kittimat 
in a day and a half. That is to say 
nine or ten hours by railway and tilioiit 
twenty hours by eteamhoat — in fact save 
a whole day, for it takes now nearly 
thirty lionrs to get from Victoria to the 
north end oi Vancouver Island by steam- 
er. ( )f course, ttiis saving of tiinu ap- 
plies to all places north. It would like- 
wise be an easy matter to get to tiueen 
Charlotte's islands in twenty houra. 

Soon now cities tributary to Victoria, 
if properly fostered and originated, would 
spring up, and it would ai)|)ear possible 
to make, by a railway along the West 
Coast, Vancouver Island the iiritain of 
the North Pacific, and Victoria still 
contlnae to be the chief commercial city, 
controlling the commerce and traffic of 
the North. Let me end, for I feel it to 
1)6 useless talking on this subject to the 
people of Victoria- at least, hitlierto it 
baa been found so by

STARVATION THREATENS AT 
DAWSON. 

Returning Miners a Unit on the Insufliclen- 
cy of the Winter Supplies. 

There will bo hunger and suflering at 
Dawson this winter, such as no North 
American mining camp has yet wit- 
nessed. This is the consensus of opin- 
ion among the miners who have just 
come down the river, and unhappily 
there seem to bo many evidences that 
they do not exaggerate the situation. 

When they took leave of the Klondyke 
capital, distress, aud consequent didor- 
der wore already commencing to alarm 
the authorities. At best only the four 
steamers— the Hamilton, the Healey, 
the Belle and the Alice — will be able to 
get up the river with stores before navi- 
gation closes, and all that they can 
transport will be sadly insufficient to 
keep hunger away from the camp. 

Winter was, indeed, setting in at the 
time the VVeaie sailed down the river, 
and at that time the two principal busi- 
neaa eatabliahmenta of the town, the Al- 
aska Commercial Co.'s store and that of 
the North American Trading and Trans- 
portation Co., had closed their doors be- 
cause they had nothing to sell. Gold is 
valueless to men in danger of starvation, 
atui so even thus early in the season en- 
ormous Drices are asked anil willingly 
paid at Dawson lor tlio commonest nec- 
essaries of life. 

At St. Micfiael's, aa at the i)a8se5, 
crowds of dieappointeii, angry men are 
cursing tlie fate that prevents their get- 
ting through to the diggings; while at 
the placera, on the other hand, the 
miners are lamenting the fate that 
brings winter upon them with a short- 
age of provisions to add to ita terrors. 

The population of Dawson City is not 
the same as it was last winter. Then it 
was composed largely of old miners who 
had had long experience of the country 
and its hard conditions. Now the ad 
venturous gold buntera have in in nutn 
bera from the cities, and the difiicultiea 
of the situation are considerably in 
creased. That the authorities will have 
difficulty in restraining the lawless ele- 
ment before the spring comes ia antici- 
pated by a majority of the Cleveland's 
passengers. 

The loss of the steamer Weare— for that 
delayed river craft is now known to have 
been abandoned on the Vakon Oats 
thirty-live miles above Circle City, fur^ 
nishes a fresli complication. Her pas- 
sengers were taken off safely, but that 
does not make the case any better for 
the residents of Daweou and the creeks 
in that neighborhood who were depend- 
ing upon tne Weare to bring them back 
their winter supplies. 

The announcement that the two com- 
panies who are the chief dependence of 
the people of the north had no more food 
to sell naturally caused consternation in 
the diggings there, where each day added 
twenty or thirtj' to the population, and 
a large proportion of these relying on 
buying provisions to last them through 
the a|)proaching winter. The situation 
at the time the last boats came down the 
river was well defined by an old veteran, 
who said : 

'•There is gold in every creek tribu- 
tary to the Yukon and within live hun- 
dred miles of the Bonanza, There is 
gold every where ; but it ia not gold but 
food tliat the people want now. How to 
get them food should the winter's stocks 
prove insufficient, is a question that 
must receive the most serious considera- 
tion of the authoritiea— and that at 
once." 

At St. Michael's a condition of afTairs 

is met with almost as serious as that at 
Dawson, only at St. Jlichael'a the danger 
is of free/.iug rather than starving to 
death. There are only a very few build- 
ings in the place suitable for winter 
habitations, and the tents that have 
sheltered the bulk of tlie population 
during the past six weeks or more will 
not do for an Arctic winter. 

Another danger that threatens St. 
Michael's is that of riot, a great number 
of disappointed men being now congre- 
gated there, helpless and thorouglily 
roused by the misrepresentations of the 
transportation companies who have 
dropped them there on the eve of winter 
and with no means of advancing. In- 
dignation meetings are now the order of 
almost every day, and no one can tell 
how soon the victims of misrepresenta- 
tion and disappointment will decline to

After the river mouth was left behind, 
the passengers by the Cleveland expect- 
ed to hear no moreof the Klondyke, its 
hopes, its fears and its failures, for tho 
trip at all events. They had gone no 
further than Ounalaaka, however, before 
thev fell in with the steamer Humboldt, 
that vessel having been compelled to 
put in with her passengers in revolt. 
They saw that their chances of reaching 
the upper river this year were absolute- 
ly nil, and they were not alow in express- 
ing their intention of meting out sum- 
mary justice to ex-Mayor Wood of Seat- 
tle, the organizer and head of the e.xpe- 
dilion. Indeed several of the paaoengera 
by tho Cleveland go bo far as to say that 
l^ir. Wood's life is in very serious jeop- 
ardy — so fierce the temper of the miners 
whom he haa induced to go north with 
him. 

The Eliza Anderson, another vessel of 
the fleet of which the Humboldt was the 
flagship and tho centre, ia occasioning 
all interested in her grave anxiety, for 
she has become long overdue at St. 
Michael's, and the last reports from her 
on her journey up were tho reverse of 
encouraging. She left Ounalaska on the 
2nd of the present month and when oil" 
Kodiac was caught in a fierce blow which 
tossed her about Uke a straw. At this 
time she waa flying signals that she was 
short of coal and otherwise distressed. 
No help could be rendered by the report- 
ing vessel, and the ultimate result of the 
Anderson's run can only be guessed at 
until the arrival ol later information 
from the North. 

Of the gold brought down by the 
Cleveland there are as many stories told 
aa there are relators. It ia practically 
certain that it was a considerably larger 
sum than that brought by tho last Port 
land. According to tlio purser it should 
be in the neighborhood of a quarter of a 
million. Some of it came from Mamook 
creek, the new alluvial stream that is 
now the most talked of of any in the 
North. Roughly approximately the for 
tunes brought down by miners on the 
just arrived Cleveland may be set down 
as follows :

THE STORY OF A SCOOP. 

How tlie "Journal " and " Examiner " Dls 
tanced Their Rivals in the Race 
For News, 

It is only a fortnight since the steamer 
Portland arrived from the golden North 
land and the occasion was made ineinor 
able in tlie annals of North American 
journalism by the Journal-Examiner 
stall' securing one of the cleanest 
" scoops " on record. Yesterday upon 
the arrival of the Cleveland they dupli 
cated the performance, and by a display 
of sagacity and enterprise scarcely par- 
allelled, clinched a two-fold victory with 
hours to apare. 

They had put all opposition forces on 
their mettle and brought into the field 
against them a combination of the Aaao- 
elated Press, the Call, the Chronicle, the 
Post-Intelligencer, and one or two other 
big papers with unlimited capital at 
their command. The prospect was 
enough to dismay the boldest organizer 
of a newspaper campaign. Yet it only 
gave the necessary stimulus for the ac- 
complishment of fresh triumphs. 

And to-day City Editor Thomas Gar- 
rett aud his special atnlF may rest upon 
the laurels they have so fairly won. 
Thej' have demonstrated that when the 
Journal- l'"xaminer goes out for news, it 
is going to have it, and have it first. 
There is no such word as failure in tlie 
vocal.Milary of its workers, and after yes- 
terday's experience their bitterest rivals 
will be inclined to concede them the 
palm of HU|)eriority. 

How the great scoop was lande I is it- 
self an interesting atorv. 

The first— the Portland beat— it will 
be remembered was won largely through 
Mr. Garrett tiiid his forces looking to the 
tliorougli repair of the Port Angeles tele- 
graph line, which had been working 
badly for several weeks, and at the same 
time by their securing the telephone line 
from Port TowuHemi to Olympia, over 
whiidi a considerable portion of the Port- 
land's news was transmitted. 

So perfect were the arrangements on 
thia occasion that the .louruul's story by 
tho steamer, telegraphed back from New 
York, was the first intimation received 
on the Pacific Coast of the treasure ahip'a 
arrival, 

()i course for the second contest of 
brains, ^ingenuity and enterprise, a new 
baltlelield had to be selected, and .Mr. 
I iarrett , after a study of the situation, 
chose Victoria as headiiuarlera. Then 
the orgnnizatiou of the campaign I'.om- 
menced. The Carmanah wire was placed 
in lirat-claes condition. Star newspaper 
men were aBsigued to duty in Port An- 
geles, Port Towuseiid and Seattle. The 
Olympia telejihone line was again called 
into service, and with the tugs Wan- 
derer, Sadie and Constance employed 
the wait for the news commenced. 

It would take the space of an entire 
newspaper to tell of the perfection of the 



arrangements — the thorough oreaniza- 
tion that told of a well considered cam- 
paign. No little point was overlooked, 
and tho syatematii; work and conspicu- 
ous enterprise did not go unrewarded. 

After lying for several d.'\ys in the 
Straits, chasing fog banks and tramp 
steamers, watching for the incoming 
steamer- the opposition forces close at 
hand on the Sea Lion and Queen City, 
the former the fastest tugboat in the 
Northwest — tho Journal- Examiner buat- 
lera saw the black bull ot the Cleveland 
looming up before them out of the dense 
fog at 2:15 yesterday morning. In a 
y few minutes the Wanderer was 
alongside, and her little briaade of news- 
men were on board and at work. 
Twenty minutes after, the opposition re- 
jiortera caught the steamer. 

Systematizing the work, the chief of 
the Journal-Examiner party avoided all 
possibility of confliction and occupied 
every avenue of news, so that within 
two hours of the steamer's boarding, 
Mr. T. B. SuUivan, with Manager Wil- 
liam Cliristie, of the C.P.K. telegraph, 
to act aa operator, landed at Otter Point 
and the wiring of tho story commenced. 

Mr. E. L. Gruener, anotlier of the 
statr, had in the meanwhile come to 
Victoria with the steamer Constance, 
and oil" Race Rocks Mr. A. H. Barendt 
and Mr. L. L. Levings were dropped by 
the Wanderer, to be picked up and 
brought to Victoria by the tug Sadie— 
which, in charge of Mr. 0. H. Gibbons, 
had been detailed to look out for them. 
The Wanderer proceeded to Port An- 
geles, where Mr. C. S. Aiken and Mr. E. 
F. Moran joined forces; and at Port 
Townsend anil Seattle, Mr. T. W. Todd 
and Mr. John F. ConneiB cumploted the 
story. Hero in Victoria, Mr. Garrett 
skilfully directed tho movementa of his 
little army, and, assisted by Mr. W. F. 
Britt, watclied the consummation of his 
well laid plans. 

It was not quite seven o'clock when 
the first chapters of the story went over 
the wires from Otter Point, and by 
o'clock practically everything had been 
told, in New York as well as in San 
Francisco — the Otter Point, Port An 
geles, Victoria and Port Townsend wires 
having been kept hot all the time with 
the several aectiona of the newa. 

It was long after the Journal-Examin- 
er specials for the day had been com- 
pleted that the boats of the opposition 
syndicate reached Seattle and their story 
was placed on the wires. New Yorkers 
and San Franciscans had read it hours 
before in extra editions of the Journal 
and tho I'Jxaminer. 

Besides landing the second big scoop 
of the year, and that within a fortnight, 
the Wanderer's Newa Company picked 
up the Cleveland just as she was getting 
dangerously close to the Vancouver Is' 
land shore, carried out of her course by 
a miscalculation of the drift. Captain 
Bailey of tho tug was prompt to give his 
brother skipper his exact bearings, and 
the Cleveland immediately altered her 
course. But that ia another atory. 

The Journal-Examiner men had luck 
in picking np their ateamer neatly 
They had luck again in making Otter 
Point during a break in the heavy fog. 
( )nce more luck waa with them in making 
a sharp pick-up for Victoria with the 
second instalment of the atory. 

But on the whole, luck was but a 
small factor in the accomiiliahnient of 
the journalistic triumph. It was sys- 
tem, enterprise directed by activity and 
intelligence— and, through all, zealous, 
faithful work — that won the prize,
